Differences, the People of Scotlend ſhould bee united with the Peos 
ple of England, into one Commonwealth, and under one Goyern« 
ment: Arid findiys that in December ,' one thouſand, ſix hundreths 
fiftic and one (the Relient then ſitting) did ſend Commillioners

into Stotland.: to invite the People of ED. Nation,vnto ſuch: an bap=- 
pie Unian;. who proceeded ſo farre therein ,, That the. Shyresand 
Burroy ghs« of Scotland, by their Deputies canvenedat Dalkeith, and; 
gain ar Evenburgh, did AOSFRes of the ſaid: Union, 499 Slentebgre: 
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onto. For the compleating and perfeQing of which Union, Bee 
ir Ordained, And it is Ordained by His Highneſs the Loyd Proteflor 
of the Commonwealth of England, Scotliud, and. Freland, and the 
Dominions thereunto belonging, by and with the advice and con- 
fent of his Councill; Thatall che People of Scotland, and of rhe liles. 
of Orkney and Zeth land, and of all the Dominions and Territories. 
betonging unto Scorlend, are and ſhall bee, and are hereby Incorpo- 
rated into, Conltiruted, Eſtabliſhed, Declared; 8& confirmed One 
Commonwealth with England: And in everie Parliament to bee 
held Succeſſivelie for the laid Commonwealth, thircie perſons ſhall 
bee called from, and-ſerve for Scorlaxd. 

And, Forthe m>reeffectuall preſervation of this Union, and 
the Freedom, and fafetie of-the People of this Commonwealth ſo 
uniced ; Bee it Ordained ,. And' it is Ocdained by the Authoricie. 
aforeſaid, That all the People of Scotland, and of the Iſles of Orke 
we. and Zzthlaxd, and of all ch2 Dominions and Territories belon- 
ging unto Scotland, of what decree or Condition ſoever,. bee dil- 
charged of all Fealtie, Homage, Service and Allegiance, which is 
or ſhall bee pretended Due unto anie of the IfTue/and: Pottecicie of 
Charls Stuart, late King of Exgland and Scotland, or anie Claiming: 
underhim : . And, that Cherls Stuart,eldeſt Son, and. Fames; calle 
Duke of York., ſecond-Saon, and all other the Iſſue and Poltteritie.of 
the ſaidlate King, and all and everie perſon and perſons, /preten- 
ding Title, from, by, or un er him, are and: bee diſabled to hold or 
os the Crown of Scotland, and other the Dominions thereunto 
belonving , or anicof chem, or to have the Name, Title, Stile, or | 
Dignirie of King, or Queen. of Scotland, or to have and-enjoy the- 
Power and Dominion of cheſaid King lom and Dominions, of anie 
of them, or the Honors, Mannors, Lands, Tenements, Pofſcſſions, 
and Heredicaments belonging or appertaining to the-faid Crown 
of Scotland, or otherthe: Dominions aforeſaid; or to anie of chem, 
attic Law, Statute, Uiage, Ordinance or Cult>me in Scotland, to the 
contrarie hereof in. any wiſe notwithſtanding . | 

And, Ir is further Ordained,; by che Authoritie aforeſaid , That 
the ſaid Office, Stile; Dignicie, Power an4 Aurhocitie of che king of 
Seotland, andall-Right of the Three Eltates of 'Seorland, to convo* 
<atte of Allemblein anic Generall Cpayocation or Parliament, and 
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all Conventionall and Parliamentarie Authotitie in Scotland, as 
formerlie eſtabliſhed, and all Lawes, Uſages, and Cuſtomes, Ordai- 
ning , Conſticuting , or Confirming the ſame, ſhall bee, and are 
hereby; and, from henceforth, aboliſhed, and utterlie taken away, 
and made null and void. 

And that this Union may take its more full effz& 8& Intent, be it 
further Ordained by the Authoriry'aforeſaid; that the arms of Scor- 
land; To wit, a Croſs, commonlie called, Saint Andrews (roſs, bee 
xeceaved into, and born henceforth in the Arms of this Common- 
; wealth, asa Badge of this Union: And, that all the Publique Seals, 

Seals of Office, and Seals of Bodies, Civill or Corporate, in Scot- 
kind, which heretofore carried the Arms of the Kings of Scotland, 
ſhall from henceforth in ſtead thereof, carrie the Arms of this 
Common- wealth... 

And, Beeir further Ocdained, by the Authoririe aforeſaid; That 
all Cuſtomes, Exciſe, an4 ocher Impoſts, for Goods tranſported 
from England to Scotland, and from Scotland to England, by Sea or 


Land,are and ſhall 5ee fo farre caken off, and ee, as that all 
Goods, for che futare ſhall paſs as free, and with the lyke Priviled- 


ges, andiwirhthe lyke Charges and Burdens, from England to Scot- 
Land, and from Scotland to England; as goods palling from porr to. 
port,or place to placein England; and char all Goods ſhall and may 
paſs between Sco:land, and anie other part of this Commonwealth, 
or the Dominions thereof, with the lyke Priviledges, Freedome, 
Charges and3 ardens, as ſuch Goods do, or (hill paſs, between Erg- 
land; andthe ſaid parts and Daminions, anie Law, Statute, Ulages 
or Cuſtame, to the contrarie thereof, in anie wyſe, notwichſtan= 
ding. And chat all Goods prohibited by anie Law now in force in 
 England,tobeetranſparced out of England, to anie Foreign parts, 
_ oriinported, ſhillbee, and hereby are prohibited to bee cranſpor= 

red or imported, byth>ſams Law; and upon the fame penalties,. 
out of Scorl 2x4, roanie Foreign parts afocefaid; or from anie Fo- 
reign parts into Scotleud, 

And, bee it farcher Ocdiined, by the Authoritie aforeſaid, That 
all Ceiles, pablique Imapaſicions and. Faxations whatſoever,beim- 
poſed, caxed, andleviedfrom henceforch proportionablie fromthe 
whole People of chis: Cqmaonwealch ſo united. Lt 
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And, Further to the end, that all Dominion of Tenutres and $4: 
periorities importing Servitude & Valsallage may lykewyle be abo- 


liſhed in Scotland; Bee ir further Declared and Ordained, by the 


Authoritie aforeſaid; Thar all Heritors, Proprietors, and Poſleſ- 
ſors of Lands in Scotland ; or the Dominions thereunto belonging, 
and their Heirs, ſhall from and after the twelfth day of eAprul in 
the year of our LORD, one thouſand, fix bundi<th, fiitie and 
four, hold their Reſpeftive Lands of the Reſpe&ive Lord & Lords 
by Dced, Charter, Patent or Enfeofment, to bee renewed upon the 
death of everie Heritor, Proprietor, Poſleſlor(as now they do)to his 
Heir or Heirs,by & under ſuch yearly Rents,Boors,8 Annuall Ser- 
Vices, as are mentioned or due'by anie Deeds, Patents, Charters or 
Enfeofments now in being , of the ReſpeQtive Lands therein ex- 
preſled, or by vertue thereof enjoyed without rer.dring, doing or 
performing anie orher Duetie,Service, Vaſsalage or Demand what- 
ſoever, by reaſon or occaſion of the ſaid Lands, or anie the Clauſes, 
or Covenants, in the ſaid Deeds, Charters, Patents, or Enfcofments 
contained, ſaving what is bereafter, herein and hereby particular-= 
lie expreſled and declared : That is to fay, Heriots where the ſame 
are que, Fines (certain where the ſame is alreadie certaih ; and 
where the Fine is uncertain, reſonable Fines) upon the death of 
the Lord, and upon the death or alienation of the Tenant, or anie 
of them, where the ſame have uſuallie been paid, which ſaid Fine 
( not being alreadie certain ) ſhall nor at any rywe exceed one years 
value of the Lands: and alſo doing;ſure and tervice to ſuch Court. 
and Courts Baron, as ſhall bee conſtituted in Scotland, in ſuch man« 
nerasis Ordained by one other Ordinance, Entituled , eAn Ordi- 
mance for Erefting (ourts Baron in Scotland, © 

And, Bee it Ordained, by the Autboritie aforeſayd : That all and 
everie the Heritors, Proprietors, and'Polleſfors afdreſayd,and their 


Heirs,are and ſhall bee from henceforth forever diſcharged of all 


Fealtie, Homage, Vaſſalage,and Servitude , which is, or ſhall bee 
pretended dre trom them, or anie of them ,.unto anie their Lords 
or Superiors whatſoever, claiming Dominion or Juriſdiction over 
them, by vertne'of the ſayd Patents; Charters, Deedsor ,Enfeoft: - 
medts, and*other Rights thereof; or of ariieCluoſes or. Conditions 


therein contayned; other than'abiVÞefore Decluredand Qrdayned, 
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And, Thatallthe ſayd Superiorities , Lordſhips and Furiſdiations 
( other than as aforeſayd) ſhall bee, and are hereby aboliſhed, taken 
off, and diſcharged : And that all and everie the ſayd Deeds, Pa- 
tents, Charters, and Enfeoffments in that behalf, bee, and are here. 
by Declared, and made fo farre void and null : And, particularlie; 
T hat all andeverie the Heritors, and others the Perſons aforeſayd, 
and their Heirs, are and ſhall bee for ever hereafter freed and diſ- 
charged of, and from all Sutes, and appearing at; or in anie their 
Lords or Superiors Courts, of fuſtitiarie, Regalicte, Stuartrie, Baro- 
rie, Bayliarie, Heritable Sheritſhip, Heritable Admiraltie;all which, 
rogether with all other Offices Heritable, oc for lyfe, are hereby 
aboliſhed, and taken away : And, that all andeveriethe Heritors 
and Perſons aforeſayd , ard their Heirs, are and ſhall bee forever 
hereafter freed and diſcharged, of, and from all Militarle ſervice, 
and perſonall attendance upon anie their Lords or Superiors in Ex- 
peditions or Travels, and of all Caſualties, of Wards Lands former- 
lie belg of the King, or other Superiors, and of the Marriage , fin= 
ole and double availl chereof, N on-Entries, Compoſitions for En. 
tries, and of all Rights and Caſualties payable , if chey bee deman« 
ded, onlie or upon the committing of avie.Clauſes irritant, And, 
That the ſayd Heritors and perſons aforeſayd, bee now, and from 
henceforth conſtrued, reputed, adjudged, and declared free and ac- 
qQuitted thereof, and of and from all and all manner of holdir 
Snires, Duties, Services Perſonall or Reall, and Demands wharſo- 
ever, ( other than is before Declared and Ordained) notwithſtane 
Cing the preſent Tenor of any their Decds, Patents, Enfeofments; 
or any Clauſes, Articies, or Covenants therein contayned or men- 
tioned toche contrarie in anie wyſe: And , That in tyme to come 
all and everie Clauſe, Covenant, Article, Condition, or thing to 
the conctrarie hereof, ſhall bee omirred our of all ſuch Deeds, Pas 
tents, Charters, and Enfeoffments. | 

And be ic farther ordained, That al Forfeitures,Eſcheats,ſimple,or 
of lyf,Rent,Baſtardy, & laſt Heir, which hereroforeefcheated, for- 
{cired,& fel to the king, lords of regality,or other ſuperiors, ſhal fr6 
r.enceforth fA,eſchear & forfeit to the Lord PreteFtor of the Cm 
wealth for the tyme being, Wedneſday, Aprill 12. 1654.

| Jereas by an Orlinance, Entituled, £1 Ordinence 

of Pardon. and Grace, To the People of SCOTLAND), 

ivecſe Perſons, and their Eitates, are excepted and 

| reſerved out of the fayd Ordinance, and all Benefit 
thereof; And yetnevertheleſs the Eſtates of the ſayd ſeverall Per- 
ſonsare thereby lefc ſubject to divecſe Debts, Charges and Incum- 
brances; and lykewyſe ſeverall proportions of Laads, Tenements 
and Hereditaments are by the ſayd Ocdinance appointed to bee fet- 
eled, fora Proviſion of the Wives and Children of diverſe of the 
ſayd Perſons in ſuch fort,and under ſuch Limitations, Proviſions and 
Conditions as are expreſſed and contained in the ſayd4 Ordinance, 
And, Whereas alſo the Parliament hath by ſevecall Votes and Or- 
ders given unto ſeverall Perſons, for Services done to this Com- 
monwealrh, diverſe Lands, Tenements and Heredicaments out of 
the ſayd Confiſcated Lands ia Sco:lanud.

Deputie Governour of Leith, David Barkley Eſquire ; [ohn Harpers 
Advocate, andthe Sarvivors and Survivor of them, their Heirs and 
Aſſigns, forthe uſes and Purpoſes, heteafter in, and by this Ordi- 
nance expreſſed, untill che Sale, Diſpoſition,8& Conveyance there- 
of, or of ſach parrthereof, as ſhall bee requiſite for rhe purpoſes 
aforeſayd, ſhall bee made in ſuch manner, as is' herein dire&ed, and 
the Remiynderto the aſe of His Highneſs the Lord Proteftor , and 
His SucceſT>rs, for the Benefic of the Commonwealth.

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letin the year, one thouſand, fix handreth, fourtic and nyne; And, 
alſo return to bee made unrothem. of all and everie the Claims of 
anie Eſtate, Right Title, or Intereſt, of anie other Perſon and Per- 
ſons, in or to anie the Premiſles, and of all Debts, Charges, and In. 
cumbrance, charged, or chargeable upon the lame , or anie part 
thereof reſpeQiveliie; and which ſhall bee allowed by the Commiſ. 
fioners named in the ſayd Qrdinance of Pardon and Grace tothe 
People uf Scotland, for derermining Claims according to the Qua- 
lifications and Proviſions contayned in the iayd Ordinance, And 
thereupon in theficſt place, in caſe the reſpective Lands of ſuch 
Perſon excepted, bee ſufficient to ſatishie all Debts, Charges, and 


 Incumbrances ſo allowed, as atoreſayd : And, alſo, The Proviſion 


made by the ſayi Ordinance tor che Wyf , Child , or Children of 
ſuch Perſon; Thatthenthe ſayd Sir John Hope, and the reit of the 
Truſtees betore-named, or amie four of them, ſhall alot , and ſet 
out untoeverie of the Creoitorsof ſuch Perſon ſo much of the ſaid 
Lands; belonging unto ſuch excepted Perſon; at the rate of twen- 
tie years purchale at the leaſt, as ſhall bee ſufficicot to ſatisfie ſuch

Curitie ; and that ſuch Crediror and Credirors, his and their Heirs, 
and Aſſigns, ſhall from henceforth have, hold andenjoy alland eve- 
riethe Lands, and Premiſles ſo fet cnt and conveyed, according to 
ſuch conveyance freed and diſcharged, in manner as is herein pro- 
vided, of and from all and all manner of Bargains, Sales, Gifts, 
Grants, Mortgages, Iudgements, Decrees, loyntures, Dowetrs, or 


_ other Incumbrances had, made, committed, or done by ſuch Per- 


ſon ſo excepred reſpeCtivelie, or anie claiming unto him, fince the 
eighteenth day of Aprill, ene thuuſand, fix hundreth, fourtie and 
eight, And, That theſayd Truſtees ſhall convey and affure on- 
tothe Wyfe, Child, or Children, of ſuch excepted. Perſon re- 
ſpeQivelie, Lands, Tenements,or Hereditaments of the clear year. 
lie value appoynted unto ſuch Wyf, Child or Children by che ſayd 
Ordinance reſpeCtivelie, under ſuch yearlie Rent and Rents; and in 
ſuch manner as isin & by the ſaid Ordinance limitred &% oo inn; 
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And, It is further Ordayned, Thac che ſayd Truſtees herein na- 
med, or anie four of them , ſhall convey and affure unto the re- 
ſpective Perſons , to whom the late Parliament hath by Vote or 
Order of Parliament given anie Lands in Scotland, and '0 their 
Heirs and Aſſigns,the Lands, Tenements & Hereditaments, which 
have been already allotted and ſet out unto them upon Survey by 
the Commiſſioners for Sequeltrations in Scotland, out oi the Eitates 
of anie the Perſons ſoexcepted as aforeſayd, in purſuance of ſuch, 
Vote or Order; and which favs been by them, or their Tenants, or 
Aſſigns , poſſeſſed andenjoyed,, according to ſuch ſurvey, andal- 
lotment , in pertormance of the ſayd reipeRive Votes and Orders 
-under the Rents, Conditions, and Limitations in ſuch Vote; or Ore 
der expreſſed (if anie bee ) ro-bee by them enjoyed accordinglie., 

Provyded alwayes, That in caſe the Lands, Tenementsand Here= 
'ditamets of tuch excepred perſon be notſufficient to ſatisfie the re« 
ſpeRive Debts,Cha-gcs & Incombrances of ſuch reſpective = 
& alſo ro moke up the full Proviſion aforeſayd, for Wyf, Child or 
Children; That then che ſayd Truſtees: or anie four of them, bee 
impowered & authorized, and are hereby impowered and authori« 
nod to diſtribure all and everie the Lands, Tenements', and Heredi«- 
taments of everie ſuch excepted Perſon amongſt the ſayd Credi. 
tors, and che Wyf, Child, or Children of ſuch Perſon; ſo farre as 
the ſame'ſhall extend proportionablie , everi6vf them bearing
